HEN a hive gets over- 
populated in Spring, part 
of the nation emigrates. 
Usually, they gather in 2 
clump, like a huge bunch of 
grapes, in some tree, and are 
brushed into a receptacle by 
the bee-keeper who later de- 
posits them in a hive. Recent- 
ly a neighbour had stacked 
several dozen new hives, 
freshly painted, in his yard 
(miles away from. the hill 
where he keeps his bees) — 
and a swarm from no one 
knows where arrived and 
took possession of a new hive 
all on its own! 
This man keeps only the 
local (Egyptian? bee, while 
many others have imported 
the Italian raee which is less 
“trigger-happy.”
